Now the time is 
coming, in part is already come, when the ordinary business 
of mankind must be transacted as usual, when the stocks 
of shopkeepers must be kept up and maintained, when pur- 
chases of something and some sort must commence and go 
on. Trade, therefore, as a whole, will probably be quicker, 
especially the domestic trade of the country, than it has been 
hitherto; and we may anticipate in consequence that capital 
will be scarcer, and money dearer, than it has hitherto been. 





MR COBDEN ON THE PRACTICE OF SLOCKADE. 


Mr Conpen always leaves upon a subject which he treats the 
peculiar mark of an original mind. A topic which he has 
touched is never quite the same afterwards. He habitually 
applies a fresh perception to the facts, and often derives from 
them a truth both new and important. Even if he fail in so 
doing, he is sure to give us an illustration at once homely 
and picturesque, which lives in our memories, and prevents 
our forgetting sabtle parts of the subjeet which formerly 
were apt to slip from us. After a consideration of Mr 
Cobden’s arguments, it is very often possible to differ from 
him entirely: his genius is rather quick and perceptive 
than slow and infallible: he very frequently, perhaps we 
may say always, is so impressed with the new truth which 
he brings us that he forgets some of the old truth which we 
have. But scarcely any one, perhaps, ever rose from: the 
perusal of an important composition of Mr Cobden without 
| feeling that he had received new ideas, or at least new 
images on a great subject. 

Mr Cobden has displayed his characteristic genius, and 
perhaps also his characteristic defects, in his recent diecussion 
on the law of blockade, This international topic has been 
discussed innumerable times: every argument was thought 
to have been stated, every aspect contemplated, every illas- 
tration met, and yet on this exhausted topic Mr Cobden has 
found something novel and true to iell us. And if he is an- 
duly impressed with the exclusive value of that which he has 
discovered, we may pardon him for succumbing to the beset- 
ting and peculiar sin of original minds. 

There are two aspects under which a reasoner, especially 
an English reasoner, is apt to consider a question of interna- 
tional law, which should be carefully kept distinct, yet which 
in fact are continually confounded, and which Mr Cobden 
does not sufficiently distinguish. A reasoner may ask what 
international rule would be most for the interest of his parti- 
cular country, as in Mr Cobden’s case of England ; and also 
what rule would be the most suitable to the complicated in- 
terests of a/l countries,—what would be best for the world at

Our ships have long been first 
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We said,“ England has- the. most. ships and the best ships ; 
“« we hope she will always continue to have such; we there- 
“ fore will as far as we can support that maritime law which 
“ enables superior ships to use their superiority as effectively 
“ and as unsparingly as possible.” On this ground we long 
contested the Continental principle that neutral ships make 
neutral goods. On this. ground Lord Kussell and Lord 
Palmerston to this day wish to wage war against. private 
property upop the ocean, although it is protected, if not per- 
fectly, yes tolerably, by land,, Our.older statesmen are wholly 
unable to comprehend that any relaxation of the rules of 
maritime war, any. diminution of the permitted rights, of 
superior fleets, should. really be for the interest of England, 
On. this point. Mr Cobden takes issue. He says,—‘ The 
interest. of England now, if not formerly, is that the rules 
of maritime warfare should be relaxed as,much as they can 
be: We are the nation which has the greatest imports 
and the greatest exports—which is most dependent upon 
foreign commerce. Both our consumers and our producers 
want foreign trade more than those of any other nation, 
We do not. grow food enough for our own people; 
we import a, most material part of the sustenance 
of our population. Our producers are even more dependent 
on foreign influence. We work up into useful articies the 
raw and coarse materials of rude and distant countries, Our 
soil is limited, but our eapital is great, our skill considerable, 
our industry inexhaustible. We therefore import, from vast 
and distant territories, where capital is scarce aod industry 
backward, innumerable materials in a state yet useless—in 
much the same shape as they are grown upon the soil—and 
we fashion them into usefalshapes. Our people do not grow, 
but elaborate; they are secondary workers upon materials 
sent to them: by preparatory workers. If you cut off the 
supply of the: ‘preliminaries of industry,’ you starve our 
operatives and ruim our capitalists: So far from the permis- 
sion of blockades being to the interest of England, a great 
blockade can scarcely be imagined which would not materially, 
perhaps vitally, affect an important part of our people, We 
are the receiving mation of the world: if you prevent any 
country from sending anything, the chanc-s are that you 
prevent us from obtaining something which we are most'in 
need of.’ 

As far as respects: the interest of England, these argu> 
ments are noanswerable. Oor position has changed; ‘our 
interest as traders: is now incomparably greater than: our 
interest. as belligerents. War is an occasional evil to every 
nation, but some) nation is always at war. If, therefore; we 
permit the practice of blockade, we have an almost perpetual 
evil for the-sake of obtaining an occasional and rare advan- 
tage. We shall not want to blockade a coast twice in twenty 
years, bat-whenever a coast is blockaded; some of our people 
are straitened, and perhaps starve. Looking to ourselves, it 
is unwise to advocate a rale which is sure always to’ barm us 
much beeause we think it may sometimes help us a little. 

But the discussion of what is for our interest’ does not 
settle the interna‘iona) question. All nations are interested 
im it: they will ask what rule is best for the world: at large, 
not what ruleat'a particular era chances to be most advan- 
tageous to an individual nation. The circumstances of 
England may have varied; but at a congress of nations, where 
alone rules of maritime war can be discussed, the Plenipoten- 
tiary of England could not base on that premiss'a proposal 
to alter or vary the law of nations. He would be laughed 
at if he should attempt to do so. 

What, then, is the rule which would be most beneficial to 
the world at large ? The old notion was that the sternest 
war was the best,—that those rules were most really bene- 
ficial which most favoured the quick decision of great con- 
troversies, and those rules most calamitous. which insured 
the needless protraction of painful hostilities, As respects 
England, this interest of ours as belligerents has given 
place to a greater interest which we now have as traders; 
but, as respects the world at large, the prospect of such a 
change as yet is remote. The trade of the immense majority 
of nations is not so developed, or so ramified, or so important, 
as to make a distant blockade in common cases a. real 
calamity. They will suffer when blockaded themselves 
(almost all are commercial enough for that); but they would 
not suffer much by the blockade of other countries; their 
trade is too contracted, and the interests dependent on it are

None of these candidates can be greatly obnoxious to Europe, 
or call for any interference beyond an early diplomatic 
acknowledgment. ‘The abler the man selected, the better 
for all parties ;—for the Gteeks, because they need a strong 
hand to put down once for all the disorders which check their 
prosperity,—for Europe, because an able man will see that to 
Strengthen Greece he must make the country a model to 
all remaining Greek provinces. He must make his dominion 
a Piedmont before he can play Victor Emanuel. That is 
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an operation which requires time, and time is all that is 

either to put Turkey out of danger, or to reveal 
finally the hopelessness of trying to protect the neutrality of 
Bastern Europe through the Ottoman rule. If, on the 
other hand, he is a weak man, and led away by his counsel- 
lors into an immediate attack on the Sultan, the Porte will, 
we may fairly hope, be strong enough to protect itself, while 
England, without interfering, bars by her reserve the inter- 
ference of others. There is, we fear, little hope of that firm 
peace which would admit of general disarmament until this 
‘* Dastern Question,” alias a stable Government in European 
Turkey, is finally settled, but there is no possible settlement 
yet. No substitute has appeared for the Ottomans, and till 
one appears the single business of England is to leave every 
element of new life to develop itself as it best may, unchecked, 
but in peace. 


LANCASHIRE DISTRESS. 


Tuere is nothing strange in the pertinacity with which the 
attack directed from a certain quarter against the Lancashire 
millowners has been kept up. They, or friends on their 
behalf, made the mistake of replying ; and the reply was too 
effective to be forgiven. But it is strange to read the absurd 
ideas and impossible accusations stated, or more often in- 
sinuated, by writers who evidently derive their knowledge of 
the cotton trade only from the columns of the Times, and 
their notions of cotton-spinners from the old speeches of 
Lord Shaftesbury, or the pages of Mary Barton and other 
still more censurable fictions. One of the most astonishing 
of the doctrines gravely propounded is that there is in 
reality no cotton famine at all, and that the prevailing dis- 
tress is the result simply of over-production. The manufac- 
turers—such is the theory—were working prosperously and 
making immense profits in 1860 ; and in that year they so 
glutted the markets of the world that the stocks then acoumu- 
lated have not yet been consumed or reduced to their 
normal amount; and this, and this only, is the cause 
of, the present closing of their mills. It might be 
remembered that manufacturers cannot choose when 
and. how much they will produce. Each millowner must 
take advantage of every good season to the utmost of 
his ability, whether that good season be the result of natural 
demand, or of unhealthy speculation, or of both combined; 
and if the market be glatted by his activity, the fault is not 
his; it lies in the miscalculations of the merchants who buy 
his goods, and who are the immediate sufferers by the recoil. 
Of course every one who knows anything of the cotton trade, 
kaows that the three years preceding 1860 had been one of them 
frightfully bad and the other two unfavourable, so that the 
one year of profit and prosperity did uo more than restore 
the balance of the trade ; and that, even if they had not, been 
so, the profits of 1860, large as they were in comparison 
with those of ordinary years, did not approach the colossal 
figures ascribed to them by the credulous envy of the ignorant. 
But these strange stories are set afloat by persons who 
evidently know nothing about the cotton manufacture ; nor, 
it would seem, about any kind of trade whatever. In the 
fact that the markets abroad are not utterly empty of 
cotton goods, and clamorous in demanding more, they 
seea proof that, if cotton were forthcoming in abundance, 
the manufacturers would still decline to use it, because they 
could not sell their goods. ‘They forget that there is always 
in every market a certain stock permanently on hand. 
Wholesale dealers, shopkeepers, customers, have all a 
stock of calico, in one-shape or other, which in ordinary times 
doe# not fluctuate very much from year to year. But, when 
an enormous rise of price takes place—a rise which may or 
may not be matntained—all of these holders allow their stock 
to run as low as it can be allowed to run before they re- 
a it, and buy only from hand to mouth when they do 
uy. The consumer wears his calico longer, and forbears to 
order‘new goods from day to day, hoping that the price may 
fall. The shopkeeper buys no more than he can help; the 
wholesale dealer reduces his orders to a minimum, and post+ 
_ them as long as possible, in the hope, or in the 
ear, of a sudden change which would reduce his whole 
stock to. half ite actual value. Under such circumstances 
the market is ruled, not by its requirements, but by 
an estimate of probabilities. The stock wanes slowly 
every day, and yet its demand may be less active 
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this month than it was last, when the stock. was larger, J 
when the probability of a fall seemed less.

Then, in reference to leases, he said ‘*That where long leases 
were given there should be the least possibie restriction put upon 
the processes of cultivation. It had been generally the custom for 
landlords when drawing up leases to believe that.at the moment 
of doing so they were fully:cognisant of what was, or:would be for 
14 or 21 years to come, the very, best system: of cu'tivation for the 
land, and therefore a minute system of rotation of crops and other 
processes of agriculture was-laid down in those leases.” And he 
thought that leases should only contain such restrictions as ‘* were 
necessary to protect the landlord from \wilfal waste’or. alteration ot 
the character of'his estate, such as ‘changing it from arable to 
pasture, Or vice versa,” and for regulating the course of culture 
during the-last few years of the term. ‘‘ He had caused his own 
leases:to be prepared on that plan, simply onthe, ground that 
agricultaral was a progressive science. A landlord might be able 
to tell what, in his own opinion, was good cultivation now, but how 
could he tell what it might be some fourteen years hence? He, 
therefore, had laid down in his leases no specific system of cultiva- 
tion to be followed, but simply bound’the ‘tenant to the common 
rules‘of good husbandry for the time being.” Sir Johm Pakington 
having referred to his opinion in:favour of leases ex last year, 
and on which we then commented, added “ that after, twelve 
months’ deliberation he saw. no reason. to regret one word of what 
he then uttered,’ and which turned on one point, which’ *‘ was 
simply that they wanted skilfal farming,—they wanted to ‘make 
the most of the land. They all knew that this cou'd not beeflected 
without expenditure of capital; and his argument was simply this, 
that it was not reasonable to expect men of business—and farmers 
were men of business—and that if farmiog must be considered as 
a mercantile occupation, it was not right to expect skilful farmers 
to embark capital in land unless they received adequate: security 
for the ultimate return of that capital... He did: not-argue in favour 
of any particular form. of lease... He did not. even argue for.a lease 
at all; he simply said ‘Haveisecurity’ whetherthat security was 
in the shape of a well-considered lease, or in the shape of a 
well-considered agreement for the repayment’ of the unex- 
hausted capital invested’ in the. soil;..was comparatively;imma- 
terial, If they wanted, good, farming, they: mast; give:. good 
security, and. they would.not, have.in that.or any other district 
where the year, to year system prevailed, satisfactory farming 
unless they got rid of occupations without security.” Unquestion- 
ably these views entitle Lord Lyttelton and Sir Jéhn Pakington to 
be cotisidéred first-class “ prize landlords.” And they were strongly 
eonfirnied by’ Mr T. wv. Curtlér, a professional : mani who‘ said 
‘shis-experience had taught him that ima the presenti day it: was 
im posible: to farm largely and profitably if, the tenant-farmer, was 
tied down year by year with restrictive, clauses, which, prevented a 
free cultivation of the land,” 


Lord Lichfield, whom we have said may stand as an exemplar of 
the second class of landowners, speaking at Rugeley, and rei vem 
‘to his retiarks recently made at Newcastle-under-Line, said: ‘* 
believed that, after all, the first duty of’the landlord was to do 
everything in his power tcwards promoting itprovemente‘in the 
management of the property/atzhis disposal; and there was no 
point'in which the'fulfilment of that duty was more necessary than 
in having a proper understanding between himself and his tenants.” 
Hé thought that “no thordughly satisfactory arrangement had 
hitherto been generally made between landlord and tenant, because 
usages’ differed’ so greatly on: different-estates,’: Henee he had 
suggested a prize for a mod*) agreement.’»'He maintained that 
they ought to “ have a good agreement or a lease”; and the latter 
coursée—that of having a lease—-he did not agree with, for he did 
not. think leases, as a rule, were either requisite or desirable in this 
partof the country,” He thought, where a farm was in bad con- 
dition and required considerable: outlay, and the landlord was 
umablé to expend ‘the necessary amount, ‘ the best thing he could

But, then, there should 
be an agreement which should give ample security, both to the 
landlord that his land should undergo no depreciation in value, and 
to the tenant for compensation for unexhausted outlay upon it.” 
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has not fully understood the fact that a good farmer with a lease 
must necessarily improve’ the valve of his landlord’s property in 
working for his own benefi!. Neither does he seem fully aware 
that, apart from landlord's improvements, a lease is requisite to 
enable a tenant+farmer to apply his capital in strictly farming im- 
provements with safety and advantage. When speaking of good 
management of au estate, it should always be assumed that the 
landlord has effected all needful permanent improvements before 
granting a lease, and that by means of a lease the tenant is 
secured in possession of the farm for a sufficient time to justify 
spirited outlays in cultivation with a view to prospective gains. No 
agreement for payments on account of unexhausted expenditure 
can do this, if the landlord can at any time dispossess the tenant. 
Permanence of possession is the principal element of security to a 
tenant-farmer : without it, all attempts to afford him security are 
illusive. Again, Lord Lichfield believes restrictions to be neces- 
sary, as the rule, in such agreements as he would adopt, and ‘‘a 

tenant under a good landlord” ought not to object to them, 
“because he would know that if he felt the restrictions burden- 
some, he would only have to complain to his landlord, and the 
objectionable feature would be removed.” ‘This discloses the fatal 
infirmity of his Lordship’s opinions as to contracts with tenants, 
for restrictions which are to be specially waived in favour of “ good 
tenants by good landlords,” must be absolutely destructive of the 
independence and free actioa of tenants, 

Lord Northwich, the Chairman of the Worcester meeting, may 
perhaps be rated in the second class of landowners, for after stating 
that he had lands held by tenants under leases and by the year, said 
that ‘' he had no preference for the one or the other system, but 
he thought the best way was to follow the custom of the district.” 
He: admitted, however, in favour of leases, that. they made an 
“alteration in the landlord’s profits. On some of hisland, situated 
near London and held on lease, he found that the average amount 
spent [by the landlord] on improvements. was three per cent., 
while on:land held by the year the charge for improvements was 
twenty-three per cent.,so that ifallhis tenants had been leaseholders, 
he should have saved twenty per cent. No man. who occupied 
land by an uncertain tenure could be expected to lay out his 
capital in improving it.” This statement s!ould speak volumes to 
landowners on the importance of leases to their own interests. 

Then we find an example of the opinions of the third class of 
landowners in the of Lord Elmley, at Worcester, where he 
said “he thought that some of the newspapers of this country 
which advocated the cause of agriculture were inclined to make 
the tenant-farmers dissatisfied with their position He should 
net gointo the question of leases, but his own opinion was that it 
was entirely a personal matter between a landlord and his tenant.” 
So Lord Shrewsbury, at Rugeley, said “‘ the only argument he 
could see for a lease was that he might be perfectly well-imtentioned 
towards a tenant, but in case of Ins death his successor might not 
entertain the same opinions. Granting a lease was, in fact, part- 
ing with your for a certain number of years, and he had no 
intention to that.” Here-we see the lingering sentiment of 
feudalism, which regards a tenant-farmer as something between a 
serf and a bailiff, instead of dealing with him as in truth he is, a 
capitalist mvesting his means in land which he has hired at a 
specified yearly rent. 

t from that sentiment, this notion of not parting with the 
land for a certain number of years is a mere figment, for whether 
the land is let by the year or on lease it is equally out of the land- 
owner's possession, and must necessarily be so where he means to 
receive a rent for its own use. Such proprietors as Lord Elmley 
and Lord Shrewsbury have the very elements of land management 
yet to learn.

“ Pui” is certainly the weakest of the Pendennis trilogy. 

There is literally no plot in it, and the course of the narrative, 

always sluggish, is so entirely subordinated to the picture of the 

author’s mind, that the sequence of time frequently requires careful 
chronological study in order to be distinctly apprehended. For 
the first half of the first volume, and at intervals elsewhere, the 
author's professed recollections of Philip and his companions oscil- 
late so uently between the hero’s childhood, boyhood, and 
manhood, that the reader cannot always tell what period is before 
him, still less trace the gradual merging of one period into the 
next. It is only with the introduction of Charlotte, at the end of 
the first volume, that the real interest of the tale begins. Her 
character is a new one in Mr Thackeray's répertoite, and is well 
kept up throughout. We much prefer her to the Little Sister, and 
even to Mrs Pendennis, as the latter appears in this novel, perpe- 
tually snubbing herhusband and huggingher children. As to Philip 
himself, there 1s little doubt that Mr Thackeray intends us to like 
him. He is drawn in artistic contrast with his father, Dr Firmin, 
whose cheracter is a masterpicce of polished humbug, so exquisitely

makers, and others,, Centralisatiom in the making would of course 
present a considerable economy, as it is always cheaper to produce 
articles of general, consumption in large’ masses than in small 
batches; and, besides, it would make certain new inventions in the 
making of bread, which are only applicable on a large scale, to. be 
employed. 

At no time in this country were maritime enterprises'se im- 
portant as now.

Ina word, public attention is seriously turned to nautical 
undertakings, and the probability is that all of a really serious 
character will obtain energetic support. 


The Transatlantic Company entertains the hope of competing

them. For one sing'e port this augmentation is really remarkable ; 
and doubtless other ports bave a similar tale to tell. 

It may be remembered that loud complaints were some: time 
back made at Havre and other places that the vessels which arrived 
from Cardiff with coal always presented deficiencies more or less 
considerable in the weight of their cargoes. The Minister of 
Commerce has just written to the Chamber of Commerce of Havre 
to say that the shippers.of coal at Cardiff have, in order to remove 
all complaints, consented to maintain at. their own expense an 
officer, who is to be a Frenchman, specially charged to superintend 
the putting on board of cargoes. of coal for France. Nothing 
could be fairer on the part of the coalowners, and nothing more 
satisfactory to the French. It appears that. the deficiencies, com- 

lained of were not occasioned by: the desire to commit fraud; but 
entirely by negligence in shipments. 
The shareholders of the Ports of Marseilles have approved of 
the projected amalgamation of their Company: with the Société 
Immobiliére and the Magasins Généraux of Paris. The union of 
these three Companies isan idea of the Credit Mobilier, and, in 
tlie expectation thatit-will be realised, the’ shares of the three 
have lately, advanced considerably on the Bourse. 

M. Mires called on Monday last. a meeting of the unfortunate 
shareholders of the Caisse Générale des Chemins de Fer, in order, 
as he said,.to.communicate to them.a-plan by which they may to 
some extent redeem the losses they have sustained th him. 
But, just as they had assembled, a commissary of police arrived, 
and by order of the Government made them disperse’ without 
hearing Mires. This was done at the request of the liquidators of 
the Company ; but it is considered a-great hardship both for the 
shareholders and for Mires.

Mr N. Crosland has forwarded us the annexed ‘remarks on the 
vintage in France:—The vintage having beenconeluded in the 
neighbourhood of Bordeaux, I have the pleasure to inform you 
that the result is more satisfactory than the prospects two months 
ago led the growers to expect. Early in the year, the appearance 
of the vineyards was very propitious ; but as. the season advanced, 
the crop was seriously affected by unfavourable ‘weather. Severe 
storms of hail in May, then rain for some weeks, followed. by over- 
powering and exceptional heat in August, tended to diminish the 
produce. The quantity of the new vintage in Médoc may be esti- 
mated as two-thirds of an average; the low-class wines being more 
abundant than in-1861, and the high-class wines rather less... At 
present it is too early to. give a decided opinion respecting the 
quality of the new wines, but as they appear to possess sufficient 
body and good colour we may expect them to develop well. The 
Sauterne and other white wine districts have had their usual bad 
luck this year: the crops there cannot be-estimated at more than 
a fourth or fifth of an average. In Champagne, I regret to say: 
that the vintage is only about the quarter of an average ; but the 
quality of the wine is expected to be good. 

Down wools have been in fair demand,. at qnite previous rates. 
Deep-grown qualities, however, are in, by. no means active.re- 
quest, yet the late advance in prices is fully supported... Coloni 
and foreign pareels are held at fully late quotations.
